Captain Paifley, of the Sybil, who is arrived from Lifbon, 
were communicated to him, according to the reporters, by 
the mafter of a Dutch fhip from St Euftatia; who adds, that 
M. de la Motte Picquet himfelf efcaped by running his fhip 
on fhore. Anether account makes the number of hips ta- 
ken to be feven fail of the line, and that the French Admi- 
ral loft his life on the occafion. Thefe advices are faid to be 
further confirmed by Captain Trollop, of the Kite cutter, — 
but through what channel he received them, is not mention- 
ed. Upon the whole, they do not feem to have obtained 
much credit ; and if there be no better authority for them 
than a Dutch trader, they may, we fear, be reduced to the 
fame clafs with many other accounts of the like kind; a 
mere defign of fome f{peculative traders upon our funds. 

The arrival of the Kite cutter from Faro has given rife to 
two other reports, one that the fiege of Gibraltar is raifed, 
the other that Cadiz is taken; but whatever may be the 
contents of the difpatches brought by Captain Trollop, they 
as yet remain a fecret, from whence fome as haftily infer that 
they muft be bad. 

A letter from an officer of the Dock Yard at Bombay, 


having eight different docks, in each of which we can clean 
or repair two fhips of the line. The French look upon us 
with an envious eye, and I really think we fhould have been 
attacked by fea and land, if Pondicherry had not fallen. 
But now we are very ftrongly fortified ; new batteries of 12, .

The American war, after the taking of Carolina (which 
it isnot doubted is accomplifhed long ere this) is to be 
merely defenfive, except as to their trade, which will. be 
more effectually cut off than ever; Government having ap- 
pointed cruizers at the entrance of all their ports and {trong 
garrifons from Savannah to Hallifax. By this plan of ope- 
ration, the fatal and deftructive meafures of carrying on war 
by detachments, in fuch an extenfive country as America, 
will be ayoided, and the lives of many thoufand foldiers and 
fubjeéts be {pared in this unfortunate contelt : add to this, 
the end of war will be readily accomplifhed, as by only 
blocking up the ports of America, our troops may be em- 
ployed offenfively againft our natural enemies, the French 
and Spaniards, in all parts of the world, it not being dombt- 
ed that our fleets will be full a match for them in another 
campaign.

It is reported, that the King of Pruffia has declared to 
the French’ Minifter at his Court, &c. that he is determin- 
ed to fupport his faithful ally, the King of Great Britain, 
in his German and Hanoverian poffeflions, againft all powers 
who may attempt to invade his rights therein. 

It is calculated that the Dutch have 4000 fail of mer- 
chantmen, great and fmall, in their trades to the different 
parts of the world. The Britith have now 600 armed fhips 
of all-rates at fea; 300 of them belong to the navy, and 
300 are privateers. If there fhould be a war between Eng- 
land and Holland, fifty men of war and privateers ftationed 
in the Channel, would, in fix months time, take almoft 
half the fhips in their merchants fervice, as they mutt pafs 
through-it, wherever they are bound, except, indeed, to the 
northward, where they have but little trade. 

The following is faid to be an authentic account of the 
circumftances preceding the capture of the Dutch fhips by 
Commodore Fielding. Sir Jofeph Yorke, about the 14th of 
December, prefented a private Memorial to the Stadtholder, 
in which was explicitely fet forth the determination of our 
Court at all events. to perfift in fearching their fhips..

- the fame qripion,: t the Lord Chancellor, Lord Sand- 
wich, an or corge Germain contended, it is faid, 
Rrongly, that if the Dutch were permitted to fupply the 
French in the manner they then would, we fhould feel all the 
difadvantages of a war without any, of its returns; that it 
. was confequently better to aét a firm manly part, and con- 
tinue to fearch; but at the fame time to avoid a war as far 
as poffible, pears the ftill more efential objeé& was not 
given up. There is reafon to fuppofe this opinion was *cqui- 
efced in : Orders were immediately fent to all the King’s ports.

Extraé of a letter from London, Fanuary 15. 
*¢ Nothing can induce the Dutch to declare war againgt 
us, in confequence of the late eapture of their thipping by 
Commodore Fielding, but to wipe of what may be deemed 
a ftain upon their flag, or to {eeure the right to carry on the 
trade of France while fhe is at war with us. But the States 
General are too wife to facrifice the happinefs of peace to a 


juitified by either equity or policy. ‘The honour of their 
flag was not attacked by us; we paid it that refped that 
was due to the enfign of a fovercign power; we politely 
afked /eave to do that, which, for ages, we claimed asa 
right ; and, without controul, exercifed that right, which was 
acknowledged and fubmitted to by all Europe. The Dutch, 
in the late inftance, attempted to difpute our ght, and, 
with their cannons, endeavoured to prevent our men fromi 
fearehing, in a peaceable manner, the tranfports under the 
protection of their flag. Fired upon in the execution of an 
ancient right, we returned the fire, and the Dutch ttnick 
to the fuperiority of our force. Here no intention appear- 
ed to offer infult to their fag ; here no infult whatever was 
offered to it. ‘Though, perhaps, according to ftri& juitice, 
we might have detained the, fhips that had fired upon us, 
we yet confidered them as the property of a State in amity 
with Great Britain; and, confequently, would by no means 
impede their progrefs, but defired they would hoift their 
colours again, and then returned them the falute which they 
were bound to give our flag. ‘The Dutch honour has by 
no means fuffered, unlefs it be in having themfelves violated 
treaties, and in their being the aggreffors. ‘hey, there- 
fore, ought not; and, canfequently, it is to be prefumed, 
will not plunge into a war, for which we have not given the 
leaft provocation. 

To fuppofe that the States will commence hottilities with 
us, in order to fecure to themfelves the trade of the bellige- 
rent powers, would be abfurd. If they declare war, it muft 
bring on a general one, and then there will be no fuch thing 
as a neutral power in Europe, whofe commerce is of any 
confequence. The States General, therefore, would only 
throw open their own trade to the depredation of our priva- 
teers, and of thofe who fhould and mutt become our allies ¢ 
and all they could hope to gain would be reprifa/:, commo- 
dities for which no wife fovereign will ever go to war. 

«¢ Hence we may reafonably conclude, that a war with 
Holland is at prefent very little to be apprehended. ‘The 
Dutch have no incentive, from ambition, to quarre] with 
their neighbours ; their poffeffiuns are as great as they can 
wifh, or at leait as they can fupport. Avarice, ora fpirit 
of commercial monopoly alone, can ever determine them to 
have recourfe to the fward; but their counfels bear too 
much the ftamp of wifdom for us to fuppofe that they wiil 
draw it, when it can only defeat the purpofe for which it is 
judged proper to unfheathe itr, The honour of the flag is, 
with the Dutch, and indeed with all nations, ber a fecon- 
dary confideration; for we with to fee*it refpected, caly 
that it may thereby be a proteétion to our commerce: Aad 
when commerce is to be facrificed to mere punctilioy every 
trader holds up his hands, and earneftly prays for peace at 
all events.”
